“All  phases  of  the  Brick-by- 


Brick  Campus  Redevelopment 
program  are  now  underway,” 
states  the  Hon.  Charles  A.  Hal- 
leck,  campaign  chairman.  “Since 
our  kickoff  last  September,  the 
program  has  included  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  family — trustees,  alumni, 
faculty,  staff,  students,  parents 
and  friends.  Their  belief  in  Saint 
Joseph’s  and  its  traditions  has 
made  my  job  gratifying.” 

A  program  of  solicitation  for 
capital  support  from  corpora¬ 
tions  and  foundations  has  been 
underway  since  early  January. 
“It’s  a  long,  precise,  demanding 
project,”  says  Jerry  Gladu,  Vice- 
President  for  Development,  “but 
the  rewards  are  well  worth  it. 
Since  the  fire  we  have  received 
more  than  $300,000  in  corporate 
and  foundation  support.  We  be¬ 
lieve  now  that  we  have  specific 
projects  to  present,  we  can  raise 
that  figure  considerably  in  the 
next  few  months.” 

“It  took  us  awhile  to  get  our 
programs  of  alumni  support  into 
high  gear,  but  since  the  first  of 
the  year  we  have  really  sky¬ 
rocketed,”  comments  Jim  Mad¬ 
den  ’64  alumni  campaign  chair¬ 
man.  “The  alumni  portion  of  the 
campaign  has  surpassed  $130,000. 
This  is  an  increase  of  almost 
$100,000  since  December.  A 
breakdown  of  the  12  alumni 
areas  shows  a  tremendous  will¬ 
ingness  by  alumni  to  support 
their  alma  mater,”  he  continues.

Fighting  a  national  trend  of 
lower  college  enrollments,  the 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  Office  of 
Admissions’  reports  show  674  ap¬ 
plications  already  for  next  year, 
as  opposed  to  only  526  a  year 
ago.  Actual  approved  applica¬ 
tions  reflect  the  same  upward 
trend  with  506  at  present,  com¬ 
pared  to  only  353  last  year. 

“One  major  reason  for  this 
increase,”  explains  Bill  Staf¬ 
ford,  Director  of  Admissions,  “is 
a  more  personalized  approach  to 
applicants.  Previously,  admis¬ 
sions  personnel  met  and  dealt 
with  prospective  students 
through  high  school  counseling 
staffs.  Now  we  deal  directly 
with  students  on  an  individual 
basis.  A  big  help  to  us  in  this 
approach  are  the  alumni,  who 


contact  the  prospective  students 
in  their  area,  answering  any 
questions  and  referring  further 
information  about  the  student  to 
us.  Faculty  departments  and  the 
coaching  staffs  are  also  very 
helpful  in  contacting  students, 
and  providing  them  with  perti¬ 
nent  information  about  majors 
and  corresponding  programs.” 

Added  dimensions  of  the  ad¬ 
missions  program  include  orga¬ 
nized  trips  of  prospective  stu¬ 
dents  to  the  campus,  attractive 
information  brochures  which  help 
to  introduce  the  student  to  Saint 
Joseph’s,  and  summer  workshops. 

The  admissions  program  of¬ 
fers  the  prospective  student  a 
good  look  at  Saint  Joseph’s,  and 
the  results  speak  for  themselves.

SCIENCE  HALL — The  library  will  be  expanded  into  the  entire  west  wing 
first  floor,  adding  an  additional  10,000  square  feet.  Remodeling  will  in¬ 
clude  adding  an  elevator,  psychology  lab,  sprinkler  system,  enclosing 
stairwells,  complete  rewiring  and  improved  lighting,  and  upgraded  lava¬ 
tory  facilities. 

GASPAR  HALL — Gaspar  will  become  the  administration  building.  Com¬ 
plete  renovation  will  include  a  new  roof,  complete  gutting  of  the  interior 
floors,  addition  of  an  elevator  and  expansion  of  the  basement  area  to 
include  a  vault  for  business  record  storage.  The  vault  which  will  be  con¬ 
structed  in  the  Gaspar  basement  will  be  the  same  one  which  was  placed 
in  the  previous  administration  building  in  1965  and  survived  the  fire, 
saving  all  records  stored  in  it.  When  completed  the  Gaspar  Administra¬ 
tion  Building  will  house  offices  of  the  president,  development,  admis¬ 
sions,  academic  dean,  registrar  and  the  campus  bank  and  business  of¬ 
fice. 

STUDENT  RESIDENCES — Aquinas,  Bennett,  Drexel,  Gallagher,  Merlini, 
Noll,  Halas  &  Seifert — Phase  I  will  include  a  complete  upgrading  of 
dormitory  facilities  including  painting,  lighting,  carpeting,  accoustical 
treatment  and  ventilation  wherever  necessary.
